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The words I have read to you require no farthey 
accommodation to our preſent purpoſe, than the 
ſubſtitution of papal inſtead of pagan idolatry. Our 
nation Was formerly darkneſs, while it groaned 
under the dominion of prieſts, and prieſt-di- 
rected ſov'reigns. But now are we light in the 
Lord. We are happy, if not in the meridian 
ſplendor of the ſun of righteouſneſs, yet in the illu- 
mination of our atmoſphere by his beams: and 
indulge a certain hope, that the clouds which ſtill 


partially obſcure him will gradually diſappear, and 


leave us to rejoice in the full blaze of his glory. 


Of che ignorance which once prevailed in this 


country, we need no farther proof, than, that we 


| conſented to be among the foremoſt i in an enter- 
priſe recommended by the declamation of a ſingle 


fanatic,* at whoſe bidding millions of ſwords leaped 
from their ſcabbards, to avenge the inſult offered to 


a whitaned ſepulchret. The multitudes were excited 


to madneſs by the watch- word of religion; their 
leaders by a luſt of power. The object, to combat 
opinions by | force of arms: to exterminate a war- 
like nation from the territory they inhabited. The 
event, ſuch as muſt ever attend a ſimilar project: 
The confederates cemented by their blood and 
treaſure the empire they conſpired to overturn;

At the revival of literature the morning dawned 
on us. At that period, the foundation of all im- 
provement was laid, in the declaration that the 
ſcriptures are ſufficient for ſalvation,* and that 
the bible, interpreted by their own underftanding, 
is the religion of proteſtants. f As far as the prin- 
ciple is adhered to, we may diſtinguith ourſelves 
by the denomination of the ſed. And happy 
would it have been for their poſterity, had that 
muſtrĩous company entitled © reformers,” unmoved 
by the calumnies of their adverſaries, and regard- 
leſs of the variety of ſentiment that ſprang up 
amongſt their own adherents, proteſted with the 
fame firmneſs againſt exerciſing authority in matters 
of faith, that they did againſt ſubmitting to it. 
Then indeed would the glory of God at this mo- 
ment have lightened our city, and the lamb have 
been the light of it. © Not only would the living 
form of ſpiritual tyranny have been baniſhed from 
our view, but her relics would n been 1 in vain 
enquired after.

A ſignal ornament of 
this univerſity, Joſeph Mede, led the way, and a 
number of ſucceeding writers, among whom was 
our immortal Newton, ſiave ſupported the conclu- 
ſion, fill it hach paſſed almoſt into an axiom *, that 
papal Rome is one principal object of the apo- 

calyptic viſions; and that it is the. duty of pro- 
teſtants, whatever charity and reſpect they enter- 
tain for the perſons, to ahjure the tenets and the 


practices of the members of that communion.

Hoy far this exc/y/ive application may be accu- 
rate Ido not now enquire; but earneſtly recommend 
the ſubject, as elucidated by the lateſt publications, 
to the candid examination of this theological au- 
dience. In the mean time it cannot but excite our 
ſurpriſe, that a conception ſo deeply rooted in this 
nation, ſhould on the ſudden have diſappeared ; 
and that one who calleth himſelf a proteſtant, not 
content with imploring our protection for the un- 
happy fugitives of a neighbouring country, 

* fellow-creatures in terror and diſtreſs; as ſlaves 
of an apoſtate ſuperſtition ; whoſe minds required 
the charity of our inſtruction, as much as their bo- 
dies of our food and clothing; whom it would be 
our crown of rejoicing to convert to that more pure 
religion we profeſs—ſhould be bold to call them, 
already our brethren, members of Chriſt, beirs of 
the promiſes: ſhould allow, with the moſt infidiqus 
plauſibility, and as a matter of trifling impor- 
tance, that they do indeed differ from us in certain- 
points of deftrine, diſcipline, and external rites ; that 
they adbere, it is true, to the communion of the 
church of Rome in which they have been educated ?

Are the prophecies then of the new Teſtament an 
idle dream, or have they been falſely interpreted? 
Is there no warning ſcripture which authoriſes 
us to pronounce the church of Rome apoſtate, 
in firmer tone, and upon ſurer grounds, than merely 
becauſe we deem her erroneous and corrupt? Are

Would to God that from whatever motive, 
the eloquence of this perſon-in another place,* 
might procure the abolition of every religious teſt 
and penalty, leſt their froward retention be more 
turbulent than the innovation of their repeal 4 
If theſe men be our brethren, and the Apocalypſe

Lyons is recorded in early hiſtory, as 
the ſpot where a company of martyrs glorified 
God.“ Lyons is now devoted, and its name eraſed | 
from the memory of man. Paris once ſtreamed 
with the blood of the Hugonots : Paris hath ſince 
been dyed with the ſlaughter of that court and 
clergy, which inſtigated the unutterable deed.

- One particular in which the prophecy appears to 
enlighten us, is the fate of the Gallican church. 
The revolted city of the apocalypſe is ſuppoſed to 
repreſent the antichriſtian community eſtabliſhed in 
the European territory of the weſtern Roman em- 
pire, ſtill ſubſiſting in its pollarchical and diſmem- 
bered ſtate, ' Of this city it is written, that the fall 
of a tenth part would a ſhort time precede that of 
the reſt; and that its overthrow would be accom- 
panied by an earthquake, and the deſtruction of 
ſeven chiliads of the names of men.* As France was 
one of the ten kingdoms founded on the ruins of 
the weſtern empire ; as violent commotions are 
now agitating the political world, from the 
Boryſthenes to the Atlantic ;? as ſeven claſſes have 
lately been deprived of their privileges and titles; 
the curioſity of the chriſtian ſcholar is beyond mea-

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ever 1 cannot help propoſing ; that if ws be of that 


choſen people who have in truth come out of Ba- 
bylon, who partake not of her fins, and merit not 
her plagues ; why ſhould we appear unprepared, 
or difinclined, to comply with the angelic man- 
date, and begin, at leaſt, ſome prelude to that 
ſong of triumph, © Rejoice over her, thou heaven, 
and ye holy apoſtles, and prophets; for God hath 
avenged you on her!? 

The legiſlators of France are deiſts ! While they 


expatiated freely in every region of gſaful ſcience, 


they were enjoined to © take for granted thoſe con- 
troverſial matters of religion, their forefathers had 
ſome good reaſon for adhering to” . They were not 
permitted to diſtinguiſh the doctrines of our lord 
from thoſe of their church. Their mind, arrived at 


maturity in ſome points, diſdained the puerilities on 


which they dared not fpeculate ; and rejected the goſ- 
pPel, on account of the meretricious dreſs in which it

Much as we may lament their infidelity 
in their private capacity, we rejoice that, as law- 
givers, they are unbelievers. Indifferent alike to all 
profeſſions, and all ſects, they will not form an un- 
natural alliance“ with one, nor proſcribe all others 

: with 
I make no 8 for the nn extract from a 
pamphlet which ought to be in the poſſeſſion of every pro- 
teſtant throughout the kingdom. The church of Chriſt, 
as by him fully and unalterably eſtabliſhed, to which nothing 
can be added without preſumption, is ſuperior to all ſtates: 
but the church of England, as by law eſtabliſhed, is de- 
pendent on the ſtate, and has thereſore no power to enter 
into alliances at all, any more than the army or navy. Now 
the king England is head of the church of England, as well 
as of the ſtate; and there is no other ſupreme power in his 
kingdoms, either eceleſiaſtical or civil, with whom he can 
poſſibly enter into alliance. The ſtate may make laws about . 
the affairs of the church of England, and regulate the eccle- | 
| fiaſtical courts : and in order to do this properly, may, if it 
pleaſes, conſult the clergy about it: and in like manner it 
may make decrees about the affairs df the la; and in 
doing this, may conſult the counſellors and judges: or it 
may make laws about trade, and conſult the merchants. 
But to call this an alliance between church and ſtate, or 
law and ftate, or trade and ſtate, is a mere fallacy and 


deception. The ftate is ſuperior to them all, and makes 


laws for them all, as a ſuperior; and for that very reaſon, 
becauſe it is ſuperior, it enters into no alliance with any of 
them, but either gives them new laws, or ratifies the private 
ſtatutes which they make among themſelyes, as it thinks 
moſt proper; and thus the ſtate acts with all ſocieties alike. 
But then theſe laws, as Mr. Haley obſerves, can only relate 
to the outward affairs of church-government, and by no 
means to church-queſtions, or matters of faith. All matters 
of faith, as ] obſerved, have been ſertled long ago. by divine 
authority,

And if a chriſtian 
ſtate ſhould make laws which are contrary to the laws of 
hriſt, knowing them to be ſo, that ſtate would be in open 
and avowed rebellion againſt Chriſt. On the other hand,. 
i all chriſtian ſtates are ſubjects of Chriſt, as head of the 
church, and obliged to pay an abſolute obedience to him as 
their lord and king; it follows that Chriſt will enter into no 
alliance with them: foraſmuch as the church, in this ſenſe of 
the word, gives laws to the ſtate, as its inferior. And accord - 
ingly we find it is by him alone that che laws of his church or 
kingdom, are framed ; and not by any of his ſervants, either 
fingly or united : ſo that nothing which is deviſed by human 
authority as any part of the chriſtian religion, can ever 
mix with it in alliance; but will continue as diftint from 
it, as the different authorities by which the divine and human 
taws are eftabliſhed.* Farther Thoughts on the nature of the 
grand apoſtacy, by Henry Taylor, A. M. Rector of Craw- 
ley, &c. a diſciple of the great Hoadly, whoſe name will 
ever be dear to Engliſhmen, and whom they will not be afraid 
to commemorate with honour, in the worſt of timesf.
